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Faculty and Staff may be asked to take a 


week off without pay

President William T. Hogan 
is hoping faculty and staff will 
take a voluntary week off with¬ 
out pay to stave off a possible 
SI.8 million cut. 

Gov. Dukakis, in an attempt 
to balance the state’s deficit, has 
recently called for a 4% rever¬ 
sion in all state departments. 

The Board of Regents of 
Higher Education have not yet 
decided if the 4% cut will be 
spread evenly through the high¬ 
er education system or if some 
of the 27 schools and universi¬ 
ties will carry a larger share of 
the burden. 

Last Wednesday Hogan 
unveiled his plan to confront a 
possible 4% cut which would 
have the university return $1.8 
million of it’s $44 million to the 
state. This plan calls for 
employees to take a week off 
without pay. This would gener¬ 
ate $800,000. 

Fredrick Sperounis, the uni¬ 
versity’s vice president for 
research and development, said 
on Monday that this coupled 
with a $100 tuition increase in 
January would allow the univer¬ 
sity to meet a $1.8 million cut 
without any layoffs and without 
hurting the students' education¬ 
al opportunities. 

Hogan earlier this week 
began visiting the faculty of the 
different colleges to muster sup¬ 
port for his furlough plan. 

Sperounis is hopeful that the 
faculty will cooperate with 


Hogan’s plan. “The students 
have reached into their pockets 
when we’ve asked them and the 
faculty will likely help out,” he 
said. 

The Connector was unable to 
reach Dr. Mario Aste before 
going to press, but Aste, who is 
the president of the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Society of Professors 
at the University of Lowell was 
reported in last Friday’s Lowell 
Sun to be in opposition to the 
plan. He was quoted in the Sun 
as saying, “Our fear, and it is a 
real fear, is that if we work a 
week without pay it will be 
business as usual, and it might 
lead to a permanent cut in 
salary.” 

Sperounis is not yet certain 
whether the employees will be 
asked to take a week off without 
pay or work without pay. Sper¬ 
ounis said that this furlough 
plan would not affect any of the 
school’s accreditations. 

Student Trustee Patrick 
Demers said on Monday that he 
would support V.iis move as 
long as classes would not be 
affected. “My main concern is 
that the students have enough 
sections to register for in the 
spring,” he said. 

Sperounis said that this is the 
third set of cuts the school has 
taken since last semester. In 
July the university faced two 
4% reversions. “In 1988 we 
were receiving about $58 mil¬ 
lion. In fiscal 1991 we are 
presently down $44 million and 


are being asked to return yet 
another 4%,” Sperounis said. 

Sperounis added that there 
have been no forced layoffs 
even though the school has been 
able to trim down its work force 
by 70 people through attrition. 
In 1988, at the beginning of the 
current fiscal problems, the uni¬ 
versity employed 1,119 and 
today it employs 1,049. 

In 1988 the state paid $6000 
for each student at the universi¬ 
ty and today it pays $4800. 
Tuition and fees have gone up 


by $11 million since then forc¬ 
ing students to pick up the tab 
for running the school. 

“Massachusetts is the only 
state to ever cut higher educa¬ 
tion three years in a row,” 
Demers said. Demers also said 
that in July he met with interim 
Chancellor Randolph W. 
Bromery who gave Demers an 
assurance that the University of 
Lowell would be insulated as 
much as possible from any cuts 
from the executive office. 

The regents have until 


September 19 to make their 
decision on how the 4% cuts 
will be spread out. 

Sperounis said that the uni¬ 
versity was in the process of 
announcing a long-range plan 
for down-sizing when the 
announcement came of the 
additional cuts. He said that due 
to demographics and the state's 
ailing economy projections 
indicate that the student popula¬ 
tion will decrease by 2000 in 
1995 and there will be 140 
fewer employees. 


Security in Residence Halls Increased

This semester students came 
back to a different security sys¬ 
tem in the the residence halls. 
Students are now required to 
show student id’s upon entering 
any residence hall. Previously 
this procedure was only used in 
Fox on Thursday-Saturdays. 
While some students have said 
the new policy is too strict, oth¬ 
ers have complained that the 
new system has too many holes. 

Larry Siegel, director of Uni¬ 
versity Life, stated that attempts 
have been made to make the 
residence halls safer but the stu¬ 
dents also need to cooperate. 
He said “The biggest problem 
we have in the residence halls is 
students leave pegs in the doors 
[forcing them to remain open]”. 
Eighty-four student security 


assistants have also added to the 
residence life staff and a new 
policy of having guests’ hands 
stamped will be instated after 
9pm tonight. Each residence 
hall will have its own stamp and 
the ink will be colored coded 
according to the day. 

In Eames, students would 
like to see more security. The 
residents have said that they 
usually do not see a guard. 
Larry Siegel stated Eames Hall 
does have a police officer on 
duty 5 nights a week yet resi¬ 
dent advisor, Lynn Scannell, 
said that “Eames is the last on 
the list to get a guard.” There is 
usually an R.A. on duty but 
only until 11pm on weekdays 
and lam on weekends. Also res¬ 
idents said that often the doors 
(which are supposed to be 
locked between 8:30pm and 
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7:30 am) are wedged at open 
with a peg at night. 

Most Concordia residents 
were very pleased with the level 
of security. Erika McGilrry said 
“I feel security is better here 
than at my old school.” Con¬ 
cordia has 8 video cameras 
inside the building, covering the 
exits and one camera located 
outside. Yet even with the addi¬ 
tional cameras, one Concordia 
resident said “I was disappoint¬ 
ed to see a lack of security dur¬ 
ing the first week. The door was 
left open during the day and I 
did not see any security 
guards.” Students need a scan 
card to enter the dorm, and must 
sign in until 11pm. A guard is 
on duty from 11pm to 7am.

Crowder Named 
Associate Head Coach 


Bruce Crowder, 33, a former 
National Hockey League player 
with the Boston Bruins and the 
Pittsburgh Penguins, and for the 
past four years an assistant 
coach at the University of 
Maine, has been named associ¬ 
ate head coach/head coach 
designee of the University of 
Lowell Hockey program, effec¬ 
tive immediately. 

The announcement was 
made at a press conference held 
Monday morning, September 
10 by Dr. Wayne Edwards, 
Director of Athletics. Dr. 
William T. Hogan, president of 
the University of Lowell, also 
spoke to the assembled media 
and guests. 

Crowder’s position as asso¬ 


ciate head coach fills a vacancy 
on the Chiefs staff created by 
the departure of assistant coach 
Blaise MacDonald in July. He 
will assume the duties of head 
coach of the Chiefs program 
upon the conclusion of the 
1990-91 season when present 
head coach Bill Riley's resigna¬ 
tion takes effects. 

“I’m extremely excited to be 
on the ULowell team,” com¬ 
mented Crowder. “I'm excited 
about the possibilities of being a 
Division One head coach. It's 
been a goal of mine to be a head 
coach and work with young 
men to guide their academic

The murders of five collegians in and around the University 
f Florida (UF) within three days have left the campus com¬ 
munity in a state of panic, provoking some students to leave 
campus and others to hold protective slumber parties. 

“We can’t emphasize too much that students and other 
| members of the community have to be keenly and intensely 
aware of security issues,” said John Lombardi, president of 
UF, which invited off-campus students to move into newly 
secured on-campus dorms. 

All five of the slain students- two of whom attended nearby 
Santa Fe Community College - were found within two miles 
of the UF campus. 

University of Illinois at Champaign-Urbana students also 
have raised concerns and complaints about safety in the wake 
of an Aug. 13 murder of a student in her off-campus apart¬ 
ment. 

Rutgers University official David Bums said Aug. 22 that 
his school had become the first in the country to stop giving 
scholarships to ROTC (Reserve Officer Training Corps) stu¬ 
dents because of ROTC’s policy banning homosexuals from 
the military. 

Following ROTC’s ultimately futile efforts in March to 
retrieve scholarship money from students at Washington Uni¬ 
versity in St. Louis, Harvard University and the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology who it ultimately found out were gay, 
more than 20 campus presidents signed letters to the Pentagon 
; inking it to change its policy. 

None of the schools, however, has yet carried out a threat to 
disassociate from the ROTC program. 

Voluntary registration for the military draft has skyrocketed 
I >ince the Aug. 2 Iraqi invasion of Kuwait, the Selective Ser¬ 
vice System reports. 

The number of men signing up has increased 67 percent 
over the amount who registered before the invasion, said 
Selective Service spokeswoman Barbie Richardson. 

There are no current proposals to reinstate the draft, which 
would happen only if Congress were to order it. 

“Historically,” Richardson said, “there have been hikes 
before conflicts” such as the recent U.S. invasion of Panama. 

There could be any number of reasons for the dramatic 
increase, Richardson said, such as students finishing up tasks 
before heading off to school. 

Federal law, although haphazardly enforced, requires young 
men to register within 30 days of their 18th birthday. Addi¬ 
tionally, students have to certify they’ve registered before they 
can receive any federal college aid. 

Fearing potential protests. Catholic University’s student pro¬ 
grams board canceled a scheduled Sept. 27 abortion debate 
that featured controversial pro-choice activist Bill Baird. 

“The program itself had been sidetracked by Bill Baird and 
the controversy around him,” explained the Rev. Robert Fri¬ 
day, the school’s vice president for student affairs. 

Last spring, a Baird appearance at Loyola University of 
New Orlean’s, also a Catholic school, was canceled. Among 
other controversies, Baird was arrested 20 years ago for giving 
a package of vaginal foam to a Boston University student after 
a birth control talk there. 

Ninety-two current and former Boston University students 
and faculty members released a defamatory “Factbook on 
John Silber” in mid-August, hoping to derail the Democratic 
gubernatorial campaign of Silber, who served as BU’s presi¬ 
dent for 19 years. 

The book featured lists of instances in which Silber drove 
away professors who disagreed with him, publicly berated stu¬ 
dents and otherwise compiled a record that the authors said 
illustrated “his greed, his cruel treatment of people, his con¬ 
tempt for democracy.” 

In a statement, Silber said “it is no surprise that (dissenters) 
are still pining about the situation, but they do not speak for 
the faculty, and nobody should be confused about.” 

Lt. Gov. Bill Hobby suggested the state close financially ail¬ 
ing, predominantly black Texas Southern University Aug. 27. 

“If you believe in an integrated society,” Hobby said at a 
legislative committee meeting, “you cannot also be intellectu¬ 
ally honest and advocate black universities any more than you 
can advocate white universities.” 

Former TSU Regent Mack Hannah replied, “Lam shocked. 
He is dead wrong about Texas Southern.”

and hockey futures.” 

Crowder looks forward to 
working with, and learning 
from Riley. “I’m excited to be 
working with Billy. Anytime 
you have the chance to work 
with someone that’s had that 
kind of success (365 career 
coaching wins, three NCAA 
Division Two championships, 
and four ECAC Division Two 
East titles), it’s only going to 
help make me a better head 
coach. I’ve got a lot to learn 
and I feel this is a good situa¬ 
tion.” 

Edwards was pleased that 
the search for Riley’s successor 
has moved so swiftly and yield¬ 
ed such a high caliber candi¬ 
date. “Bruce Crowder has 
earned a highly respected repu¬ 
tation as a recruiter and coach, 
and we feel very fortunate to 
have attracted him to the Uni¬ 
versity of Lowell. 

“He has played a key role in 
the tremendous success of the 


University of Maine’s hockey 
program, and we feel confident 
he will provide quality leader¬ 
ship and direction for ULow- 
ell’s hockey program in the 
1990’s. Coach Crowder’s 
efforts will be concentrated pri¬ 
marily upon recruiting through¬ 
out the 1990-91 season, and he 
will assume head coaching 
responsibilities immediately 
upon the season’s conclusion. 

“We recognize and appreciate 
the work which coach Riley has 
done over the past 21 seasons, 
and look forward to what we 
know will be a bright future for 
ULowell hockey under Bruce 
Crowder,” said Edwards. 

Crowder, a native of Essex, 
Ontario, will become just the 
third head coach in the history 
of the ULowell program in 
1991. Richard Morrison guided 
the then Lowell Technological 
Institute team through its first 
two seasons (1967-68 and 1968- 
69) before handing the reins 
over to Riley in 1969. 

A 1979 graduate of the Uni¬ 
versity of New Hampshire 
where he played four seasons 


under Wildcats legendary coach 
Charlie Holt, Crowder helped 
lead his alma mater to the 
ECAC Division One champi¬ 
onship his senior year (1978- 
79), and played on two NCAA 
final four teams (1977 and 
1979). During his career at 
UNH, he played in 135 games 
scoring 47 goals and 86 assists 
for 133 points. He also 
received that school’s Seventh 
Player Award in 1979 which is 
presented annually the player 
who makes large contributions 
to the team on and off the ice. 

While at Maine, Crowder 
had been involved with recruit¬ 
ing, particularly in New Eng¬ 
land, assisting in all phases of 
on-ice coaching, and monitoring 
the academic progress of the 
players. 

During his NHL career, 
Crowder played in 243 games 
for the Bruins and Penguins and 
scored 47 goals and 51 assists 
for 98 points. He played three 
seasons with his brother, Keith, 
a former Bruin and presently 
with the Los Angeles Kings 
organization.

Fox Hall faces a unique 
problem in that the first six 
floors are not residence rooms. 
The first six floors house all the 
meeting rooms of the organiza¬ 
tions and clubs at ULowell. 
Another problem faced by Fox 
is the number of people housed 
within the hall. The volume of 
traffic necessitated another RA 
being added to sign in residents. 
A Fox Hall resident said “the 
security acts as a deterrent to 
those who belong there, but it is 
still very easy for someone who 
does not belong there to get in.” 
Marc Perrone, an RA in Fox, 


said “in comparison to other 
schools, I have total confidence 
in the support services at 
ULowell ( University Police, 
Escort Service, EMT, and Resi¬ 
dence Life staff) . Also Marc 
attended a Security Seminar and 
said “ ULowell seems far 
advanced in comparison to 
other schools.” 

Chief Rowe is very happy 
with the security this year. 
There is a new 40K electronic 
system in Concordia and new 
South. This system has been 
been planned since 1985. There 
are currently 38 police officers 
and 8 guards working at ULow¬ 
ell; this year Student Security 
Aides are working in conjunc¬ 
tion with Campus police. Chief 


Rowe boasts a 1.7 minute aver¬ 
age response time to calls. He 
is currently working with con¬ 
sultants to prepare a report on 
the status of security on cam¬ 
pus, which is due next week. In 
an FBI designation of Class 1 
Crimes (rape, homicide, bur¬ 
glary) ULowell’s crime record 
is “almost negligible.” Chief 
Rowe is very excited about the 
new emergency call boxes 
which should be installed by 
next month. There are 38 boxes 
set to be installed throughout 
the two campuses. These boxes 
will be tied in with the universi¬ 
ty's phone system. As soon as 
the call button is activated, the 
dispatcher will know the caller's 
location.

The Museum of Fine Arts, 
Boston is honored to announce 
the major exhibition Ten Cen¬ 
turies of Courtly Splendor: Art 
Treasures from Japan , orga¬ 
nized exclusively for the Muse¬ 
um of Fine Arts, Boston by the 
Japanese Agency for Cultural 
Affairs. Celebrating the 
enthronement of Emperor Aki- 
hito and presented in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Centennial of the 
Museum’s department of Asiat¬ 
ic Art, the exhibition will show 
the American public for the 
first time the unique role played 
by the Japanese court as patron 
of the arts, as well as elucidat¬ 
ing the refined activities of the 
aristocarcy. After two years of 
planning, these treasures, many 
of which have never before left 
Japan, will be seen in the Unit¬ 
ed States only at the Museum 
of Fine Arts, Boston from 
October 16 through Nobember 
25, 1990. 

The Japanese government 
has promised 60 objects, which 
will include 11 National Trea¬ 
sures, 30 important cultural 
pieces and two pieces from the 
Imperial Household. 

Alan Shestack, Director of 
the Museum of Fine Arts, 
Boston, says, “The Museum of 
Fine Arts, Boston is deeply 
honored to present an exhibi¬ 
tion of such remarkable and 
important art objects. We 
appreciate the Japanese govern¬ 
ment’s willingness to allow 
such treasures to travel to our 
museum. It is fitting that such 
an exhibition be featured during 
1990, one hundred years since 
the founding of our Department 
of Asiatic Art, which houses 
the most important collection of 
Japanese art to be found in the 
world outside Japan.” 

According to Shestack, 
throughout Japanese history the

regents and military rulers. 
Artistic styles also developed in 
the court ateliers, becoming 
inextricably linked with the 
definition of a native Japanese 
aestetic as opposed to one influ¬ 
enced by the continent. 

This native aesthetic is 
embodied in all of the objects 
in Ten Centuries of Courtly 
Splendor: Art Treasures from 
Japan , but it is mostly readily 
seen in the narrative hand- 
scrolls such as the exquisite 
thirteenth century Diary of 
Murasaki Shikibu from the 
Goto Museum in Tokoyo. The 
scrolls exemplify understated 
refinement in the skillful 
arrangement of areas of flat 
color, the stylized treatment of 
the human figure, and the care¬ 
ful placement of pattern. Later 
paintings such as the celebrated 
screens of the Bugaku dance 
attributed to Tawaraya Sotatsu 
in the collection of Daigo-ji, 
Kyoto, document the perpetua¬ 
tion of the courtly style well 
into the Edo period. 

Ten Centuries of Courtly 
Splendor: Art Treasures from 
Japan will also illuminate for 
American viewers the life of 
the courtier. Narrative hand- 
scrolls provide intimate 
accounts of the daily activities 
of the aristocracy during the 
twelfth and thirteenth centuries, 
the hieght of the courtly age. 


Selections of calligraphy such as 
the 11th Century Man 4 yo-shu 
from the Imperial Collection, 
and the late Heian period Kokin 
wakashu from the Kyoto Nation¬ 
al Museum exemplify the liter¬ 
ary and artistic talents prized by 
male as well as female members 
of the court. The elegant cere¬ 
monial flower basket from Jin- 
sho-ji and the painting of 
Kasuga myojin are examples of 
works which represent pious 
devotion of the nobility to both 
Buddhism and Shintoism. Fur¬ 
thermore, portraits of influential 
emperors and courtiers present 
the individuals who shaped 
Japan’s aristocratic heritage. 

According to Mr. Hiroshi 
Ueki, Commissioner for Cultural 
Affairs at the Japanese Agency 
for Cultural Affairs, “The 
Department of Asiatic Art at the 
Museum of Fine Arts, Boston 
has the largest and best collec¬ 
tion of Japanese art works in the 
world outside Japan, and as such 
has played a great role in 
enhancing appreciation of 
Japanese arts by the people from 
the United States and the rest of 
the world." The collection at the 
Department started after Okaku- 
ra Tenshin became Curator at the 
Museum of Fine Arts. From this 
hisotrical background, we feel 
ourselves closer to your Depart¬ 
ment of Asiatic Art and think 
that this special exhibition is 
very meaningful and is very 
meaningful and timely.”

Last year we 
represented Saudi Arabia and 
Oman and won two awards for 
Outstanding Delegate. In 
March, the International Rela¬ 
tions Club will attend the 
Model League of Arab States in 
Washington, D.C. at American 


University where we will be 
representing the coveted posi¬ 
tion of Syria. Last year the 
ULowell club collectively 
decided to pursue the leader¬ 
ship positions within the Model 
League of Arab States. As a 
result, one student from ULow¬ 
ell was chosen as the Secretary 
General, four of five commit¬ 
tees were chaired by ULowell 
students with the fifth commit¬ 
tee vice-chaired by a ULowell 
student. The University of 
Lowell International Relations 
Club also had one student cho¬ 
sen as rappatour and two cho¬ 
sen to be parliamentarians. The 
position of the Undersecretary 
General at the Model League of 
Arab States will be filled by a 
ULowell International Rela¬ 
tions Club student in the 1991 
session. This year the club has 
made a commitment to retake 
the national championship 
there. The club members have 
the option of attending the 
Model Organization of Ameri¬ 
can States at American Univer¬ 
sity in March or gain attending 


the National Model United 
Nations in New York in April. 

The International 
Relations Club is also hoping to 
attend the International Model 
United Nations at the Hague, 
the Netherlands, in the Summer 
of 1991. This model is a very 
elite model which is academi¬ 
cally stringent. Those invited 
to attend the International 
Model are chosen from colleges 
and universities from all over 
the world.

Hey Neighbor!

There is a lot of talk about the "neighbor problems" 
ULowell has aquired in Pawtucketville. Numerous pro¬ 
posals to solve the problem have been submitted — 
among the most odious being the University inspecting 
and supervising student apartments, among the most 
useless expanded specialized commuter programming. 
But communication between the warring factions is 
poor, if not nonexistant (I don't consider shouting and 
swearing at one another while intoxicated communica¬ 
tion). The Residents talk to the Administration, the 
Administration talks to the Commuter Association and 
a small "representative" group of students who don't 
even live in Pawtucketville. But nobody talks to the 
students who actually live in the area. Perhaps it is their 
own fault for not coming forward. 

All these groups pin the blame for the problem on 
one another. The residents are old farts who don’t 
respect a student's right to blow off a little steam. The 
students are a bunch of obnoxious undisciplined hood¬ 
lums who have no respect for anyone or anything. The 
Administration is just giving lip service to the dilema, 
and why can't it supply enough parking (nobody 
respects the administration)?

The second mea- 
surewas to pass a town ordinance that gave the police 
the right to arrest anyone whose radio or voice could be 
heard outside his window on weekend nights. On week 
nights a ticket could be issued. I believe these are 
issues the Administration should be looking into. 
Because nobody enjoys living in a war zone.

One year, I think 1984, 
a friend (nicknamed Swek) and 
I were going to trade cars. He 
wanted my junk ‘79 Pinto, I 
wanted his junk ‘67 Jeep.

Another facet of the 


Army R.O.T.C. program comes 
into play outside of the 
classroom. Yes it involves 
somewhat adventurous 
activities with cadets from WPI 
and Fitchburg State. This 
allows the individual to adapt to 
different surroundings and 
make new acquaintances. The 
previously mentioned activities 
range from a rappelling 
exercise in a local state park, to 
the firing of the M16 rifle at a 
local military installation. 
R.O.T.C. is a learning 
experience for all who are 
enrolled in the program, even 
individuals with prior military 
experience. The best “benefit” 
of enrolling into the R.O.T.C. 
program is that it provides the 
student with active leadership 
training.

Chiefs Destroy Falcons, 42-0 


The University of Lowell 
football team started the 1990 
season with a powerful victory 
over Fitchburg State College 
last Saturday night at Cawely 
Stadium, 42-0. 

The offense led by the 
passing of Billy Rizos, the 
rushing of Brian Gauthier, and 
the receiving of Tom Bradley 
overwhelmed the FSC Falcons. 
The defense shut down 
Fitchburg, holding them to only 


90 yards in total offense. 
Outstanding performances were 
turned in by Bob Scaccia, Bob 
Cote, Jim DiVita and Scott 
Boyle to name a few. 

On the third play from 
scrimmage Johnny Batts set the 
tone for the whole game. Batts, 
a junior linebacker from 
Meuthen, intercepted the first 
pass of the game (he might 
have returned it for a 
touchdown if he was not 


tripped up by teammate captain 
Ron Anderson). The 
interception gave the Chiefs 
excellent field position which 
eventually lead to their first 
score. 

The scoring began with 5:23 
left in the first quarter. Rizos, 
behind a wall of protection, 
found junior tight end Tom 
Lafferty in the left corner of 
the end zone for a 20-yard 
touchdown completion. 
Gauthier scored his first of two 
touchdowns on a 2-yard run in 
the second quarter. Rizos then 
hit fullback Dan Ford on a 20- 
yard touchdown pass with 1:56 
left in the half. Bradley scored 
on a 56-yard TD strike from 
Rizos to take a 28-0 lead into 
the halftime. 

The Chiefs came out strong 
in the third quarter. Gauthier 
opened the second half with a 
12-yard scoring run set up by a 
25-yard run by tailback Brian 
Flemming. In the fourth 
quarter Steve Austin led the 
Chiefs on an eighty yard 
scoring drive. Running backs 
Eric Pike, Evrol Officer, Roger 
Chartrand and Tom Machado 
took turns carrying the ball as 
ULowell marched up the field. 
Austin capped of the drive with 
a 14-yard touchdown pass to 
Tim Byrne making the score 
42-0.
